A Code For Sounds 


When we say words, we make sounds. 

We make two sounds to say at. 

We make three sounds to say hat. 

Suppose we want to show a word on paper. 
We can draw pictures. 

We can draw this i. for hat, 


but how do we draw a picture of at? 


Suppose we invented pictures for sounds. 
It would be a code. 

Each picture would stand for a sound. 
This picture OL 

could stand for the first sound in at. 

This picture ae 

could stand for the second sound in at. 
Somebody could look at our pictures, 
make the sounds, and say the word. 


A long time ago people did this. 

They invented pictures for sounds. 

The pictures they invented are called letters, 

and the letters stand for sounds. 

There are only twenty-six letters in the code we use. 
We call our code for sounds the alphabet. 


Beginning Consonants: 
One Sound 


There are two kinds of letters: 

consonants and vowels. | 

The difference between consonants and vowels 
is something like the difference 

between bread and peanut butter. 

Bread gives shape to a sandwich 

but peanut butter holds the bread together. 
Consonants give shape to a word 

but vowels hold the consonants together. 


Consonants can be anywhere in a word. 

When a consonant is at the beginning of a word, 
it is called a beginning consonant. 

Each beginning consonant in this section 

stands for one sound.

Beginning Consonants: 


Two Different Sounds 


Each beginning consonant in this section 
stands for two different sounds. 

Usually ¢ stands for the same sound 
that k stands for. 

Sometimes ¢ stands for the same sound 
that s stands for. 

Usually g stands for a sound 

no other letter stands for. 

Sometimes g stands. for the same sound 
that j stands for. 


One reason we have two pictures for one sound 
is that people are used to spelling words 
in certain ways.

Beginning Consonants: 
Blended Sounds 


Some words begin with two consonants. 

Some words even begin with three. 

Two or three consonants at the beginning of a word 
are usually blended. 


In a blend, each consonant stands for its own sound, 
and the sounds are blended together. 

The word blend begins with a blend. 

The consonants b and | 

come before the vowel e. 

When you say the word blend 

you can hear a b sound and an | sound, 

before you hear the end of the word.

Beginning Consonants: 


Special Sounds 


When pictures for sounds were invented, 
there were more sounds than pictures. 
There still are. 


A few consonant sounds 

do not have a letter of their own. 
To show these special sounds, 

we use two letters together for one sound. 
The two letters together 

stop standing for their own sounds. 
There is no ¢ sound or h sound 

in the word cheese. 

The ch stands for a special sound. 
Sometimes special sounds 

are blended with r.

Odd Spellings For One Sound 


There is no k sound 

in the word knew. 

Take away the-consonant k 
and the word isn't the.same. 
Now it's new. 

Spelling usually follows the code, 
but sometimes it's odd. 

In the odd spelling kn, 

only the n sound is heard. 

In the odd spelling ph, 

an f sound is heard.

Beginning Vowels: 
Long Sounds And Short Sounds 


There are only five beginning vowels. 
aqeiou 

Sometimes y is a vowel, 

but not at the beginning of a word. 
Although there are only five 

(and sometimes six) vowels, 

there are many vowel sounds. 


Each vowel has a long sound 

which is the same sound you hear 
when you say the name of the letter. 
aeiou 

Those are the long sounds. 

Each vowel has a short sound, too. 
Most of the time a vowel stands for 
either its long sound 

or its short sound.
